Water meter installations 
for 1940 numbered 34; for 1941, 
23, and for 1942, just ended, only 
11. The indication is, Mr. Man- 
ley suggests, that more rooms in 
private homes are being rented 
and that possibly some families 
are doubling up. 

At the present time, installation 
«of meters for new water connec- 
tions virtually has been discon- 
tinued, A recent government re- 
‘striction prohibits installation of 
-water meters for vacant lots, 
practically precluding use of such 
Jots for trailer home installations 
in accordance with city require- 
aments. 

However, in the event of con- 
‘struction of Upland Housing Au- 
thority’s defense housing project 
of 100 dwelling units, water me- 
‘ter connections will be readily 
available through special War 
Production Board provisions 
-which permit making application 
for preferential ratings for such 
projects. Incidentally, it is point- 
‘ed out, construction of this project 
will very quickly raise Upland’s 
population over the 7,000 mark. 

Water meters also may still be 
installed in any old homes or in 
thhomes for which foundations were 
completed before September, 1942.

Opened as Storms

Due to recent storms and reduc- 
tion in fire hazard, the closures 
under Federal regulation of the 
San Bernardino National Forest, 
publicly proclaimed and effective 
as of June 1, 1942, have been re- 
moved as of December 30, 1942, 
it is announced by Claude K. 
Barker, acting forest supervisor. 

This action lifts the restrictions 
in regard to entry on all national 
forest land except those areas 
posted on the ground and used 
for public utilities, and the Devil 
canyon area, closed to entry un- 
der county ordinance.

Births In Upland Increase 56 Per 
Cent, With 494 New Babies In 1942 


Reflecting the tremendous pop- 





For the two-year period since 


ulation growth in the West End 
and Pomona areas, together with 
the usual wartime tendency to- 
ward an increase in births, the 
1942 war-defense stork flew high, 
wide and handsome over Upland 
hospitals, it is revealed by vital 
Statistics figures recorded with 
City Clerk R. C. Norton. 


494 1942 BABIES 
As a result of the combined 
trends, births in this city during 


1940, births recorded in Upland 
have increased over 76 per cent. 
Considered a record at the time, 
1941 births were but an increase 
of 12 per cent over 1940, compar- 
ed with the 56 per cent increase 
during the past and the 76 per 
cent increase in two years. 

The death toll resumed the 
march forward during 1942, with 
an increase of a little over 24 per 
cent over 1941. Recording of 109 


deaths in 1941 had registered a 
very light decrease for that year 
over 1940. Deaths recorded dur- 
ing 1942 numbered 136. 

However, in view of the 56 per 
cent increase in births as compar- 
ed with the 24 per cent increase 
in deaths, life still is definitely on 
the offensive for this area. 


the past year soared to veritable 
stratosphere heights, recording an 
all-time high record of 494 births, 
or an increase of slightly more 
than 56 per cent over 1941. A 
record of 316 births in Upland in- 
stitutions during 1941 provided a 
12 per cent increase over 1940’s 
record of 280.
